Here are some facts about 
Kowloon which might interest 
you:— . 

Kowloon and the New . Terri- 
tories have on area of about 259 
square miles, 

Kowloon peninsula was ceded to 
Britain by treaty in 1860 and 
fs an integral and important part 
of the Colony. It is a hive of 
commercial activity, but also 
contalns many residential areas: + 

The modern blocks of flats and 
houses with gardens mode it re- 
semble a gurden city. 

The New _ Territories were 
leased to Britain on June 9, 1898 
for 99 years. On that historle 
day, a convention was signed at 
Peking. whereby - Britain also 
lensed,e for the. same period of 
time, the waters of Mirs Bay and 
Deep Bay and tho Island of Lan- 
tao. 

The boundary-mark that 
divides the New Territorics and

A circular road, one of the 
very few’ modern drives in the 
Far East, enables tourists to drive 
round the New Territories in two,

The Peak, which dominates the 
entire Kowloon Peninsula, is 
called Lion Rock.

_Helgrade, June 4. 

The prosecutor in the trea- 
son trial of two,’ pro-Sovict) 
Yugoslav Army officers de- 
maonded ‘heavy sentences for 
the two men today after mak- 
ing one of the sharpest ‘public 
attacks aguinst - Russia ever 
heard in Yugoslavia. 


Lieutenant+Colonel I[tija Koltic 
told the three-man Belgrade mili- 
tary, tribunal trying the two that 
the “heavy misdeeds" of Coloncl 
Lada Dapchevic and Major-Gen- 
eral Branko Petrichevic had been 
clearly praven by their own’ ad- 
inlssions, by witnesses and by ex- 
hibits, 


“While 200 spectators applauded, 
the one-armed prosecutor declar- 
ed: “The statement of the de- 
fendants at thts trial has ripped 
the mask from the fnees of Sovict 
diplomatic representatives in 
Yugoslavia, ‘gathering  dround 
them miserable and weak de- 
serters and traitors. 


The prosecution charged the 
two defendants with three crimes: 

1, Participating In on organ- 
isation Working against the exist- 
Ing Government in Yugoslavia. 


2. Espionage on behalf of the 
Soviet Union. 


3, Attempting to flec to Rus- 
sia to continue “their enemy ac- 
tivities against Yugoslavia.” 


Charging both the defendants 
were cqually guilty, the prosect- 
tor snid: “I ask the court to 
hand down heavy and just sen- 
tences.” 


He then charged that the Rus- 
sians had uttempted to recruit 
secret police agents from the hun- 
dreds of. Yugoslav .Arnty officers 
who were studying in Soviet 
military schools at the time the 
Cominform ordered Yugoslavia 
expelled. He drew long + d loud 
applause when he said : Rus- 
sians failed to win’: these 
young officers. : 

The presiding judge appdint- 
ed security police to escort the 
defendants from the courtroom as 
spectators shouted: “Death to 
these bandits. To death with 
these traitors,” 

The judge sald the verdicts 
would be announced on Tuesday.

Exactly what Montgomery and 
his staffs are planning [s—one 
hopes—a secret, But you can dis- 
cover a lot by following through 
the strict logic of certain non- 
military facts. 

On o basis of cold-blooded 
theoretical strategy, for instance, 
it might be best to leave a thin 
defensive screen to ‘receive the 
Russinn attack, retire behind the 
Pyrenees, -gnd build up the re- 
conquest of Europe in Spain. 


Unthinkable 


But thot fs, impossible. Not 
because Spain is not a member 
of the Atlantic Pact; but because 
no French or ‘Benelux statesman 
could conceivably put his signa- 
ture to such a scheme, No French 
or Benelux General Staff could 
plan for it, There would be no 
point in arming a French or 
Benciux Army. 

Moreover, o Europe.ravaged by 
n Russian blitz might turn out 
to be not worth reconqucring. 

These considerations are ab- 
solutely overriding. And their 
logical consequence $s that the 
defence of the nations of Western 
Europe does not consist in turn- 
ing them into a battlefeld, but 
in keeping the war out of them. 
In other words, the battle must 
be fought in Germany. . 

The logic gocs farther than 
that. It specifies that the natlons 
of Western Europe must main- 
tain, in Germany, a defensive 
force in defensive positions of 
sufficient strength to hold up the 
initlal Russian attack, And somc- 
where behind it must be a mobile 
counter-nttacking force large 
enough to keep the war going 
in Germany until all the mobilisa- 
tlon and war-production plans of 
all the Western nations have been 
put into actlon.
